Dry-Plate Photography. 

The first amateur pictures on dry 
plates were made something after the 
method employed by Charles Lamb’s 
celebrated Chinaman in obtaining 
roast pig. The Chinaman burned his 
house to roast his pig; the amateur 
tore his camera to pieces to get his 
picture. The first hand camera was 
a pateboard box containing one plate. 
A pinhole served as a lens, and after 
the exposure of the plate the box was 
taken to the dark room, cut open, 
and the plate extracted. This was 
rather expensive picture-making, and 
it was not long before a magazine ca- 
mera was invented; and’suddenly all 
the world began taking pictures. The 
date of the invention of the dry-plate 
dates back scarcely eigh.ieen years; 
but in that short time the growth and 
application of photography have been 
so remarkable that it can te compared 
to nothing more aptly than to the 
amazing development of -the genie 
which the unlucky fisherman released 
from the jar. In 1880 the outlay for 
photographic material was, in round 
numbers, $25,000. Teu years later it 
amounted to $2,50¢.990. During the 
first-named year. perhaps one hundred 
and fifty persons were employed in its 
manufacture. Today one single firm 
has fifteen hundred employes. This 
firm alone manufactures in a week so 
much sensitive film that, if made into 
one long strip seven inches wide, it 
would measure over one hundred tiles 
in length.

FOR $20,000 DAMAGES, 


George Warren, Father of Agnes 
Warren, Sues the Michigan 
Central. 

George Warren, administrator of the 
estate of Agnes M. Warren, has com- 


menced suit by A. J. Sawyer, his at- | 


torney, against the Michigan Central 
railroad, claiming $20,000 damages. 


The declaration sets forth that the 
Michigan Central was on Aug. 20, 1897, 
in possession of a strip of land lying be- 
tween its tracks and the Huron river, 
immediately above a dam across the 
river known as Swifts or Sinclair’s 
dam, in the city of Ann Arbor. That the 
said dam caused the waters of the river 
to flow back a distance of two miles, 
forming a lake desirable for boating, 
fishing and excursion parties during the 
summer and skating parties during the 
That for ten years prior to 
Aug. 20, 1897, the Michigan Central had 
been in the practice of leasing certain 
portions of the strip of land abo% ve the 
dam to various persons 10 make the 
lands and river a public resort, and they 
built boat houses and kept boats for 
rent, from which boat houses pleasvre 
parties in great numbers made excur- 
sions upon the Huron river above the 
dam. That the Michigan Central knew 
that in order to reach these boat houses 
it was necessary for the public to cross 
its tracks and its right of way. The 
declaration then recites the ordinance 
passed by the city which limits the 
speed of its locomotives and cars to six 
miles an hour while the same are with- 
in 500 feet of any grade crossing of any 
street or alley in the city, and the bell 
of the locomotive must be rung con- 
stantly while the cars are in motion in 
the city limits. The declaration then 
charges that the Michigan Central, by 
its own acts, constituted the place 
where the public go to the ‘boat houses 
as a public highway or grade crossing. 

On Aug. 20, 1897, Agnes M. Warren 
had ‘been boating and atitempied to 
cross the tracks at the above point. By 
reason of the sharp curve (known as 
Dead Man’s Curve) it was im'possibie 
for her to discover the approach of a 
train which was coming around the 
curve at the rate of 45 miles an hour. 
The train struck her and she died from 
the effects of the injuries in an hour’s 
time, 

The declaration contains three 
counts. First, a violation of the city 
ordinance as well as negligence, and 
charges that she received injuries which 
resulted in her death, Second, it in- 
cludes charges the same as in the first 
count, and besides holds that it was the 
duty of the company to put a flagman 
at this point. ‘Third, it ‘charges all the 
other sources of negligence and sets up 
instant death. 


TRUSTEE MEETING. 


At the annual meeting of the First 
Congregational church for the election 
of two trustees, last evening, Messrs.

After 
partaking on an excellent supper pro- 
vided by the ladies of the church and 
the inner man was sufficiently appeased 
Mr. Schairer on behalf of the trustees 
considered it an opportune time to 
arouse the patriotic natures of those 
present which could not be better dis- 
played than by then and there, to ex-

JUDGE KINNE | 


Declines to Be a Candidate for 
Supreme Bench 


On Account of Regent Dean’s Condi- 
dacy for a renomination—‘‘Unless 
Complications Change,” He Will 


Decline, He Says. 


‘Editor Evening Times: 


Although I have not been an avowed 
candidate for judge of the supreme 
court at the coming spring election, my 
name has been mentioned with kindness 
and some prominence by the press of 
the state. The time has arrived when I 
think it is due to my friends and other 
candidates that I should disclose my 
position. Hitherto I have been in some 
doubt, but the situation is now pretty 
well defined. I am confronted with the 
following obstacles: 
= Regent Dean, of Ann Arbor, is ‘a can- 
didate for renomination. He insists 
that Washtenaw county carinot have 
two candidates for a state office in the 
same convention: that according to the 
usages of the party he is entitled to a 
renomination, and should have prece- 
dence. While I may think that the re- 
gency, being an office without salary 
and comparatively unimportant, ought 
not to stand in the way of my possible 
advancement to an office whose salary 
is seven thousand dollars and whose 
term is ten years, and while I may have 
no anxiety as regards the Washtenaw 


delegation, I can appreciate the feelings 


of Regent Dean, and I am very reluc- 
tant to engage in any contest at home 
which may embarrass any of my 
friends. 3 

Again, in 1868, when I came to Ann 
Arbor, Judge Grant was then a resident 
of this city. From that day to the pres- 
ent time we have been intimate personal 
friends, We may have differed on some 
questions of state policy, or jurispru- 
dence, or in our affiliations, but there 
has been no abatement or interruption 
in our friendship. He is now a candi- 
date for renomination to. the supreme 
bench. By the usages of the party he 
is entitled to such honor. I cannot al- 
low my friends to do aught for me that 
might be prejudicial to his success. He 
is my friend and such I must be to him. 
None can question his bravery, his pur- 
ity or his ability, and I am in favor of 
his renomination. 

Therefore, unless these Soke 
change before the next state conven- 
tion, I shall not ‘be a candidate therein. 

It is possible that I am hereby sur- 
rendering the one opportunity in.my 
life to become a member of the supreme 
bench, and while my course may not be 
that of the successful politician, to my 
mind it is the path of duty and honor.

The declaration contains three 
counts. First, a yiolation of the city 
ordinance as well as negligence, and 
charges that she received injuries which 
resulted in her death, Second, it in- 
cludes charges the same as in the first 
count, and besides holds that it was the 
duty of the company to put a flagman 
at this point. ‘Third, it charges all the 
other sources of negligence and sets up 
instant death.

It is in contemplation that the 
queen of Holland shall next year make 
several visits to European courts, and 


‘in such an event she would go first to 


England. 


The German emperor and empress 
are to reside at the royal palace in 
Hanover during the autumn maneu- 
vers, and the king of Saxony is to be 
one of their guests. 

The queen of the Netherlands is 4a 
great granddaughter of the Emperor 
Paul of Russia, so that the court of St. 
Petersburg was represented at the cor: 


-onation by one of the Czar’s uncles, 


The young queen of Holland ascends 
to the throne a very wealthy monarch. 
The money which was left.for her in 
trust has been accumulating during 
her minority and now amounts to a 
very imposing sum. 

The duchess of Coburg is to pay a 
short visit to Queen Victoria at Bal- 
moral about the middle of this month, 
after which she is going to St. Peters- 
burg. ‘The duchess, who has not vis- 
ited Russia since the funeral of her 
brother, the late emperor, in Decem- 
ber, 1894, will probably spend most of 
the winter at St. Petersburg. 

Princess Beatrice traveled from Os- 
borne to Farnborough recently, and, 
after having lunched at government 
house, Aldershot, with the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, drove to Farn- 


“borough and spent some hours with 


the Empress Eugenie, who has not 
been well enough to accept the queen’s 
invitation to Osborne. It is now very 
unlikely that the empress will go to 
Scotland this year. 

The late Prince Bismarck was super- 
stitious about the number three, this 
number having played a great role in 
the life of the iron chancellor. Prince 


Bismarck served under three kings and 


three emperors, he took active part in 
three wars, he signed three treattes of 
peace, three horses were killed under 
him during the Franco-Prussian war; 
he had three names, Bismarck, Schon- 
hausen and Lanenburg and was given 
three titles for his services, of count, 
prince and duke; the Bismarck coat-of- 
arms has three trefoil clover leaves 
and Prince Bismarck had three chil- 
dren, Herbert, Wilhelm and Marie.

Holding Hoilo Against a Force 
of American Troops. 

Dispatches have been received from 
Manila saying: The situation at Iloilo, 
island of Panay, is grave. Over 2,500 
natives, fully armed, are in the city; 
1,500 more at Melo, a suburb of Iloilo; 
17,000 more, it is reported, are ready to 
embark at several points on the island 
of Negros, 15 hours’ sail from Iloilo. 
All the women have withdrawn. The 
rebels, after a consultation, insist 
upon inaction until Gen. Aguinaldo 
shall have been heard from. Gen. 
Miller, in command of the American 
expedition sent to occupy Iloilo, de- 
clined to concede them time. At the 
same time he gave assurances that 
lives and property would be protected. 
The foreign residents then petitioned 
Gen. Miller to grant the extension de- 
sired by the rebels, as a fight would 
cause inevitable loss. This also Gen. 
‘Miller refused and prepared to land 
forces, sending an emissary back to 
‘Manila for instructions. The rebels 
are strengthening their position and 
are preparing to resist. The streets of 
Iloilo are full of armed soldiers, who 
are constantly entering in every direc- 
tion. There is greatexcitement. The 
American troops are restless. The reb- 
els are drilling on the beach, evening 
and morning, in full view of the Amer- 
ican expedition, which is still afloat. 

The American expedition at Iloilo 
consists of a signal detachment, bat- 
tery G of the Sixth artillery, the 
18th regulars and the 51st Iowa regi- 
ment. Itis commanded by Gen. Mil- 
ler, a veteran fighter, and arrived off 
Iloilo on board the transports Pennsyl- 
vania, Arizona and Newport, convoyed 
by the U. S. cruiser Baltimore and an 
auxiliary gunboat. 


Judge Day on Expansion. 

In a speech at a banquet welcoming 
him home at Canton, 0., Hon. Wm. R. 
Day, president of the peace commis- 
sion at Paris and late secretary of 
state. After briefly reviewing the 
peace negotiations said: ‘‘If this treaty 
should be ratified it brings to the 
United States title to the Philippines 
to be dealt with as the American peo- 
plein their wisdom may see fit. In 
one thing, I think we are all agreed; 
that when the line of our duty there 
has been determined, it must be dis- 
charged as becomes a great, free and 
liberty-loving nation. Whether or not 
we have so willed, the days of our in- 
ternational isolation are past. It does 
not follow that the advice of the im- 
mortal Washington,to avoid entangling 
alliances, is less potent today than 
when the words were written.” 


Wreck on the Union Pacific 
As a result of a wreck on the Union 
Pacific railroad at Sunal, 15 miles east 
of Sydney, O., four people were killed 
and seven injured, and four cars were 
entirely consumed by fire. The acci- 
dent was caused by the eastbound pas- 
senger train being a few seconds be 

hind in getting on the sidetrack. 


Cast Away for 154 Days. 

The crew of the British bark Glen- 
huntley, 11 in number, long given up 
for lost, are alive and well, and are on 
their way to Liverpool. They aban- 
doned the ship in a fierce gale on June 
4, 1898. For 154 days the men sub- 
sisted on penguin eggs and the flesh of 
sea eaglets. 


Paid the Penalty. 

Bailey Decker, colored, was electro- 
euted at the Sing Sing prison for the 
murder of his pretty young white 
wife, of whom he was jealous. It was 
just five minutes from the time the 
current was turned on before he was 
pronounced dead. Two shocks were 
given him. 


H. Wurster, the night telegraph 
operator for the Philadelphia & Read- 
ing Railway Co., at Bingen, a small 
town near Bethlehem, was murdered 
by robbers. His lifeless body was 
found sitting in his accustomed place 
at the desk, where it had been placed 
by the burglars. All the drawers had 
been rifled. No clue.

IN MEXICAN HOUSEHOLDS.

The arrangement of furniture is 
much more formal than in the United 
States. It is a very common sight to 
see a splendidly furnished parlor with 
@ row of straight-backed chairs, all 
alike, with their backs against the wall 
and as close together as they can be 
placed. 

Heavy single doors, such as are used 
in the United States, are practically 
unknown in Mexican houses, either at 
entrances or between interior rooms. 
All doors open in the middle and are 
fastened with bolts top and bottom. 
Exterior doors are always fitted with 
glass panels, for they also serve as 
windows. All such doors opening on 
the street or open court are fitted with 
solid shutters that are folded at ths 
sides out of sight when not in use. 

A good Mexican cook relieves the 
mistress of the house of worry and re- 
sponsibility in a manner that is al- 
most unknown in the United States. 
The cook is given so much a day and 
with this amount she will purchase 
each morning all the provisions for 
the day, even the staples that are 
usually bought in large quantities in 
other countries. On $1 a day a cook 
will provide a very good table for a 
family of three or four, and get enough 
beans and tortillas and chile to set 
the servants’ table besides. They can 
really do better than their mistresses, 
because they can usually drive sharp- 
er bargains with the marketmen of 
their own class, and they have more 
patience to haggle over the last penny.

Queen Victoria will not return te 
Windsor from Scotland until Satur 
day, ‘Nov. 19. 

It is in contemplation that the 
queen of Holland shall next year make 
several visits to European courts, and 
in such an event she would go first toa 
England, 

The German emperor and empress 
are to reside at the royal palace in 
Hanover during the autumn maneu- 
vers, and the king of Saxony is to be 
one of their guests. 

The queen of the Netherlands is a 
great granddaughter of the Emperor 
Paul of Russia, so that the court of St. 
Petersburg was represented at the cor: 
onation by one of the Czar’s uncles, 

The young queen of Holland ascends 
to the throne a very wealthy monarch. 
The money which was left. for her in 
trust has been accumulating during 
her minority and now amounts to a 
very imposing sum. 

The duchess of Coburg is to pay a 
short visit to Queen Victoria at Bal- 
moral about the middle of this month, 
after which she is going to St. Peters- 
burg. The duchess, who has not vis- 
ited Russia since the funeral of her 
brother, the late emperor, in Decem- 
ber, 1894, will probably spend most of 
the winter at St. Petersburg. 

Princess Beatrice traveled from Os- 
borne to Farnborough recently, and, 
after having lunched at government 
house, Aldershot, with the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, drove to Farn- 
borough and spent some hours with 
the Empress Eugenie, who has not 
been well enough to accept the queen’s 
invitation to Osborne. It is now very 
unlikely that the empress will go to 
Scotland this year. 

The late Prince Bismarck was super- 
stitious about the number three, this 
number having played a great role in 
the life of the iron chancellor. Prince 
Bismarck served under three kings and 
three emperors, he took active part in 
three wars, he signed three treattes of 
peace, three horses were killed under 
him during the Franco-Prussian war; 
he had three names, Bismarck, Schon- 
hausen and Lanenburg and was given 
three titles for his services, of count, 
prince and duke; the Bismarck coat-of- 
arms has three trefoil clover leaves 
and Prince Bismarck had three chil- 
dren, Herbert, Wilhelm and Marie. 

The annual harvest home at Osborne 
was held this year before the departure 
of the queen for Scotland, by express 
“command of her majesty. The royal 
tenants and estate employes, with their 
wives and children, to the number of 
over 300, were entertained at dinner in 
a large marquee in the park, Mr. An- 
drew Slater, the land steward, presid- 
ing, and the Rev. Clement Smith, rec- 
tor of Whippingham, being present. 
The toast of “The Queen” was received 
with great enthusiasm, and then came 
“The Memory of the Lamented Prince 
Consort,” which was drunk in solemn 
silence. Unluckily, the afternoon 
turned out very wet, but a long prc- 
gram of sports was successfully car- 
ried out, in which the men from the 
royal yachts joined and some of them 
danced a hornpipe. The queen and a 
large party from Osborne witnessed 
the sports for an hour, and later in 
the afternoon her majesty came back 
and herself presented about sixty prizes 
to the successful competitors _

charged as becomes a great, free and 
liberty-loving nation. Whether or not 
we have so willed, the days of our in- 
ternational isolation are past. It does 
not follow that the advice of the im- 
mortal Washington,to avoid entangling 
alliances, is less potent today than 
when the words were written.” 


Wreck on the Union Pacific 
As a result of a wreck on the Union 
Pacific railroad at Sunal, 15 miles east 
of Sydney, O., four people were killed 
and seven injured, and four cars were 
entirely consumed by fire. The acci- 
dent was caused by the eastbound pas- 
senger train being a few seconds be- 

hind in getting on the sidetrack. 


Cast Away for 154 Days. 

The crew of the British bark Glen- 
huntley, 11 in number, long given up 
for lost, are alive and well, and are on 
their way to Liverpool. They aban- 
doned the ship in a fierce gale on June 
4, 1898. For 154 days the men sub- 
sisted on penguin eggs and the flesh of 
sea eaglets. 


Paid the Penalty. 

Bailey Decker, colored, was electro- 
euted at the Sing Sing prison for the 
murder of his pretty young white 
wife, of whom he was jealous. It was 
just five minutes from the time the 
current was turned on before he was 
pronounced dead. Two shocks were 
given him. 


H. Wurster, the night telegraph 
operator for the Philadelphia & Read- 
ing Railway Co., at Bingen, a small 
town near Bethlehem, was murdered 
by robbers. His lifeless body was 
found sitting in his accustomed place 
at the desk, where it had been placed 
by the burglars.
